Kentucky is probably the only 
state with two governmental 
agencies with the same general 
objectives that cooperate not at 
all. 

For a good many years the 
State Department of Agriculture 
and the Kentucky Experiment 
Station have been cooperating 
no better than if one were in 
Iceland and the other in Little 
America. 

The resuh right now is that 
our Agriculture Department is 
little more than a name. Its ap- 
propriations have been curtailed 
for so long and so much of its 
work taken over by the Experi- 
ment Station that \he general 
public, which includes most of 
the farming population, hardly 
know it exists. 

In reporting something the 
Committee for Kentucky's re- 
port on agriculture omitted, I am 
putting personal blame on 
body connected with their 
agency. Maybe all the work of 
the two agencies should have 
been consolidated and the Agri- 
culture Department job taken 
over by the Experiment Station. 
That would have eliminated con- 
flicting interests, particularly in 
pressure campaigns for funds 
every time the Legislature has 
to appropriate operating money. 

Also it would have eliminated 
all the departmental jealousies 
that have helped to make 
operation next to impossible.

An Expert Advises 

on Freezing Berries 

Strawberries, an excellent 
source of vitamin C, are one of 
the most successful fruits for 
home freezing, according to V 
Pearl Haak, foods authority 
the UK College of Agriculture 
and Home Economics. Blake- 
Premier, Dorsett and Fair- 
are said to give satisfactory 

Here are points to keep 

1. Plan to place berries 
freezer compartment within six 
hours after picking. 

2. Select vine-ripened fruit of 
the best quality, using riper ber- 
ries than for canning, but not 
mushy. Hard, immature berries 
lack flavor after freezing. 

3. Carefully sort and hull ber- 
ries. 

4. Wash berries a few at a time 
lifting them carefully from the 
water. Drain in a colander. 

5. Measure sugar and berries, 
using 1 part of sugar to 4 parts 
of berries by weight or 1 cup 
of sugar to 5 to 8 cups of ber- 

6. Add sugar to whole or sliced 
berries, turning the fruit over 

over with a large spoon un- 
til the sugar is dissolved. 

7. Fill the freezing containers 
to within an inch of the top, cov- 
ering the berries with juice. II 
necessary, press down on the 
berries until the juice covers 

Wipe the inside edges of 
liner dry and press out air. Then 
seal together with a warm iron 
and label. 

To avoid loss of vitamin C 
upon using the fruit, do not open 
the package until serving time. 
The fruit will thaw out in the 
package if it is left at room temp- 
erature for one to two hours.

The battle to control Insect pests 
should begin In the home vegeta- 
ble garden in the spring, when 
plants are young and before they 
have been damaged by insects. 

Since D.D.T. became available to 
home gardeners, methods of fight- 
ing insect pests have been greatly 
simplified. This new material de- 
stroys so many different insects 



Vegetable garden pests against 
which D.D.T. is ineffective, include 
the Mexican bean beetle, tomato 
worm, and cabbage, turnip and 
melon aphids. It kills cucumber 
beetles and squash borers, but in 
some cases is reported to have in- 
jured plants of cucumber, squash 
and melons, so its use on these sub- 
jects is not yet recommended. 

Against leaf-hoppers which at- 
tack beans, potatoes and other 
plants; and flea beetles, which at- 
tack potatoes, tomatoes and egg 
plant, D.D.T. does an excellent job, 
better by far than any other ma- 
terial which was previously known. 
It kills both kinds of cabbage 
worms, the European corn borer, 
aphids on peas and potatoes, the 
Japanese beetle, gladiolus thrips, 
and most other pests of ornamental 
plants, but not the red spider mite. 

'All the common insect pests 
which D.D.T. does not kill can be 
destroyed by rotenone, which is 
available this year in ample sup- 



ply, 10 that a mixture of these two 
materials will serve as an all- 
around insecticide for garden use. 

Most convenient way to apply 
them, either singly or together, is 
as a dust. This should be obtained 
ready mixed, since it is difficult for 
the amateur to mix technical D.D.T. 
with a carrier; and the D.D.T. con- 
tent should be at least 3% with 5% 
preferred »y most advisers, for 
garden use. 

If a spray Is preferred, then a 
wettable D.D.T. powder is recom- 
mended, rather than one containing 
any solvent The D.D.T. does not 
dissolve in water, but a wettable 
powder will mix thoroughly with it, 
and be held in suspension. It can 
thu» be applied evenly to a plant 
and when the water evaporates the 
D.D.T. will Temain as a deposit on 
the stems and leaves. 

This "residue" will kill insects 
which walk across it, whether they

THE MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE 

If Mexican bean beetles run 
true to form, the apparently set- 
tled warm weather now should 
cause them to emerge; in fact 
some possibly have, here and 
there. This is not prophesying, 
in past years when the cool 
weather held on long, many over- 
wintering bean beetles starved in 
their hiding places, rather than 
face a season not to their liking, 
[t is quite likely, however, that 
1 let alone, enough will survive 
:o multiply into a normal pop- 
ulation by mid-summer. 

Accordingly, it is advisable to 
watch for the "hardshells," and 
then for their eggs, laid in clus- 
ters on the underside of the 
leaves. When the first eggs are 
seen, applying the control ma- 
terial should start, with upturned 
nozzles to put it where, and only 
where, it can be effective against 
this pest. 

Calcium arsenate and lime, 1 
part to 8, may be used as a dust, 
or magnesium arsenate in a spray 
3 level tablespoons per gallon of 
water, but only before any pods 
have set, as arsenic is poisonous 
humans as well as to bean 
beetles. After podding starts only 
lone is safe to use, in % 
percent dust, or in spray made 
of rotenone concentrate and wat- 
after the manufacturer's in- 
structions. 

Ten days later, when all the 
eggs of that generation may be 
assumed to have been laid, a 
second application should be 
made to cover the leaves that 
have formed meantime. If good 
jobs were done, that garden 
should be free of bean beetles 
for the season, excepet for immi- 
grants from beans of a neighbor 
who had less concern for the 
marvelous multiplying power of 
the Mexican beetle. 

Two other pests may attack 
beans, the Southern bean beetle 
and the spotted cucumber beetle, 
that make roundish holes in the 
leaves of early plantings. These 
holes are unsightly but seldom 
us, for neither of these pests 
on beans long and they do 
raise their families there. 
Further injury may be stopped 
by spraying or dusting as above, 
but topside of the leaves, as these 
not the clover pests the Mex- 
ican beetle is, but are killed 
quite as easily as the Colorado 
beetle on potatoes.

The gain works out as the result 
actual experience at the Re- 
search Center of the U. S. Depart- 
nt of Agriculture at Beltsville, 
d, in the harvesting of alfalfa 

Even with ideal haying weath- 
er, the farmer who cures his hay 
in the field loses more than a 
third of the protein between the 
cutting and the feeding. The 
protein is destroyed by the var- 
steps in haying and storing 
the alfalfa. Some loss is un- 
avoidable, but it can be cut in 
half if the alfalfa is stored in 
the silo instead of in the hay- 
w. In one test at Beltsville 
ilysis showed a loss of 264 
pounds of protein to the acre 
from alfalfa stored as hay and 
127 pounds loss when made into 
silage. The Bureau of Dairy In- 
dustry which cooperated with 
the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
Soils, and Agricultural Engineer- 
ing in making these tests con- 
verts the value of the 137 pounds 
of protein saved to its equivalent 
in linseed oil meal. This would 
be $15.60 when the meal is sell- 
ing at 4 cents a pound.
